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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 . 11 4, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on July 6, 
2004 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary sVxW in the art to which said subject matter pertains 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Gupta in view of "WINGTACK" Hydrocarbon Resins product data sheet ("WINGTACK") 
for reasons of record. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed July 6, 2004 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicants argue that Gupta clearly teaches the use of rosins as the tackifiers 
that can be used in the corrosion inhibiting adhesive and that Gupta does not mention 
the use of resins such as the resins mentioned in "WINGTACK" in combination with an 
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ethylene copolymer adhesive, further arguing that none of the Examples of Gupta 
contain the three elements of a polyethylene, an ethylene copolymer, and a resin. 

In this concern, Gupta is relied upon for all that he would have reasonably 
imparted to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made, namely, 
that additives such as ethylene acrylic acid, tackifiers and hindered phenols can be 
added to his composition with a reasonable expectation of success. Moreover, Gupta is 
not limited to his preferred embodiments. Furthermore, the fact that Gupta teaches that 
tackifiers can be added to his composition would have provided a suggestion to the 
skilled artisan to modify his composition, this can only be construed as no more than 
that which would flow logically from the teaching in the prior art. 

Applicants argue that even if the skilled artisan were motivated to combine the 
adhesive of Gupta with "WINGTACK", it would not have been expected to form an 
adhesive bond between the outer conductor and the polymeric jacket having a 
significant bond peel strength and that leaves the metal conductor substantially free of 
adhesive residue when the polymeric jacket is removed. 

In this regard, it is the examiner's position that where a substance is 
unpatentable under 35 U.S.C. 103, it is immaterial that applicant may have disclosed an 
obvious or unobvious further purpose or advantage for the substance. 

Applicants argue that Gupta fails to disclose an adhesive comprising an ethylene 
copolymer in an amount from about 3 to about 5 percent by weight as seen in claims 9- 
10, 21-22 and 27-28. 
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In this regard, it Is the examiner's position that the discovery of an optimum value 
of a result effective variable is within the ordinary skill In the art. 
No claims are allowed.
